Value of Clover Ae a Soll Builder Has 
Been Definitely Proven !

To 
date, approximately 81,000,000 seed- 
lings and cuttings of broadleaf trees 
and nearly 1,500,000 young spruce and 
pine transplants have been distribut- 
ed. This distribution represents the 
establishment of approximately forty 
thousand shelter belta. 

While a majority of the trees dis- 
tributed have been supplied to farm- 
ers, an endeavor has been made to in- 
terest others, and in this connection 
{t is interesting to note that many 
school grouads have been planted with 
trees supplied from nursery stations 
of the government. In Saskatchewan, 
202 schools this spring were furnished 
with 155,000 seedlings and cuttings, 
and a smaller number were assisted 
{n Manitoba and Alberta, 

The establishment of these groves 
and belts of trees has done much to 
increase the amount and variety of 
agriculturaal and _ horticultural pro- 
ducts produced In the west, both by 
conserving the moisture and by stop- 
ping soil drifting. For instance; not 
so many years ago, frult growing as 
a practical undertaking was never 
considered as possible, but now one 
finds farmers all over the country 
growing small fruits, plums, crab- 
apples and in some cases even stan- 
dard apples, in quantities sufficlent for 
home consumption. But after all, 
perhaps the greatest value of these 
trees is the comfort and beauty they 
bring to the farm, making the prairie 
farm home a real home in everyy sense 
of the word.

Possibility of a Period of Bad Climatic 
Conditions 

Facts available regarding recurring 
changes of climate in the world in his- 
torical times are not sufficiently com- 
plete to warrant any general conclu- 
sions on their cause or to justify pro- 
phecies as to the future, but enough 
evidence is available, to make It seem 
fairly certain that sun-spots have a 
distinct influence upon the weather. 
Dr. R. BR, Delury’s observations, con- 
tained in an article in The Ottawa 
Citizen the other day, concerning the 
possibility of a period of bad climatic 
conditions as a result of a sun-dpot 
maxima at the end of a 261-year and 
60-year cycle, are of unusual Interest 
for that reason, 

Dr. Delury says that during the next 
two or three years, suUn-spots will 
reach a maximum. Sun-spots, it has 
been shown, have a distinct 11-year 
periodicity, another of about 60 years, 
and a third of about 262 years. The 
culminations of these periods coln- 
cide, and the calculation is that they 
will end next year or the year after in 
& sun-spot maxima. Fluctuations in 
rainfall and temperature have been 
noted in the 11-year periods, and there 
are records to show that weather con- 
ditions have been extreme to the 60- 
year and 262-year periods, which leads 
to the conelusion that 1926 and the 
two or three years following may wit- 
ness abnornal rains in summer, ac- 
companied by storms, and low temper- 
atures and rough weather in winter. 


To lend strength to this theory of | 


periodic variations of climate, Dr. De- 
lury, who is assistant director of the 
Dominion observatory, furnishes a 
chart and other data which ténd to 
show that, although records are im- 
perfect, there is some foundation for 
the theory, It will be interesting to 
note ~what happens. Meteorological 
phenomena are risky things to predict, 
but Dr, Delury’s prediction is at any 
rate based cn intelligent observation. 
If the abnormal weather occurs, it will 
perhaps make possible the — practical 
application of periodicity in forecast- 
ing climatic conditions. — Regina

First Japanese Woman Bandit 


Young Highway Robber Longed For 
Adventure and Excitement 

The first woman bandit in the an- 
nals of Japapvese crime has been ar- 
rested by the police at Tokifo after 
committing scores of bold highway 
robberies at the point of a stiletto. In 
every case her victims were men. 

The young woman, who {s twenty- 
five years old, was formerly a fencing 
teacher in a high school in Kioto, but 
found -the lite too tame and, longing 
for adventure, she set out for Nagoya 
in search of excitement. She became 
a waitress in a Chinese restaurant, as 
& young woman without visible means 
of support would have excited the sus- 
picions of the police. 

She admits committing armed. high- 
way robbery nearly every night for 
three months, when her career of 
banditry was cut short by the police. 
Her usual procedure was to accost 
male pedestrians in unfrequented 
highways at a late hour and when her 
intended victim paused, she threaten- 
ed them with a dagger, the orthodox 
weapon of the Japanese robber or bur- 
glar, and demanded money. 

Although crimes have been commit- 
ted before in Japan with women as ac- 
complices, this is the first instance on 
record of a woman bandit working 
alone.

An Interesting Discovery 


South American Palm Seed Is Found 
In Saskatchewan 

An object regarded as an oddly- 
shaped stone resembling a horse 
chestnut was found by Alfred Broste, 
farmer, of Court, Sask., in 1913, while 
he was digging a well. 

Through the agency of Miss Kath- 
leen Hazell, teacher of a school near 
Court, Dean W. J. Rutherford, of the 
College of Agriculture, University of 
Saskatchewan, has examined the ob- 
ject and has identified it as the seed 
of a palm tree found growing only 
in tropical climes. 

Professor B. T, Dickson, professor 
of biology of MaeDougald College, 
Quebec, has confirmed this report, 
identifying the nut as fruit of a 
palm actually a native of South 
;America and known commonly as 
| vegetable ivory. When found, the 
}nut was covered with a thin shell or 
jhusk. This alone was petrified, giv- 
ing the impression that the object 
was a stone. The kernel of the nut 
was in a good state of. preservation.
